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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment raises a new issue that would require further consideration and/or search. The 
proposed limitation directed to the particles being "electrostatic" is to support the notion that these particles are aggregates of each 
individual particle with diameter of 10 nm to 10 micron, and thus would not escape or be released from the housing because the 
aggregates would necessarily be larger than the pore size of the housing. However, the term "electrostatic" would not necessarily mean 
that the particles form aggregates since particles having the same electrostatic charges would repel each other. Thus, the proposed 
limitation would not necessarily place the claimed invention in condition of allowance . 
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
